Cambodia, with a population of approximately 13.4 million, is one of the 
poorest countries in East Asia. Thirty years of oppressive government and 
widespread poverty have left Cambodians in a struggle for basic services. 
The rural provinces offer ample, but highly contaminated surface water to 
their residents. Access to sanitation and improved hygiene practices also 
remains a considerable health challenge in Cambodia . Diarrhea accounts for 
11,000 deaths per annum which equates to approximately 30 Cambodians dying 
from diarrheal illness every day. The lack of safe water puts Cambodia as 
having the highest infant and under-five mortality rates in the region.

Ethiopia is ranked 157 of 169 on the Human Development Index, and water and 
sanitation coverage stand at 38% and 12% respectively . Most Ethiopian 's 
obtain water from rivers, ponds, and unprotected springs, often sharing 
these resources with livestock. The inhabitants are vulnerable to 
communicable and noncommunicable water diseases, which are leading causes 
of death in these communities. In 2011 charity: water funded 791 water 
projects in communities, schools and clinics serving 283,815 people. 
Additionally, we purchased a drilling rig that will increase the 
operational capacity of our highest investment partner.

Although Malawi is among the few African nations that have benefited from a 
long period of political stability, it continues to grapple with massive 
developmental challenges that are evident in its Human Development Index 
(HDI) of . 400, which gives the country a rank of 1 71 out of 18 7 countries 
with comparable data . Only 57% of Malawi ' s rural population has access to 
safe and clean drinking water, and an even lower percentage (15-30%) has 
access to an improved latrine. A high proportion of non- functioning water 
supply facilities, and low levels of good hygiene behavior among rural 
populations aggravate the low water and sanitation coverage.
